The SS. was.first composed of 
only 280 men, serving as Hitler’s 
bodyguard. It grew until it was 
a monster feared over Europe, 
with 240000 men making up 38 
divisions at the start of the war. 

The fighting department of the 
SS. known as the Waffen 
(armed) S.S., was created by a 
secret order of Hitler in August, 
1938, which was read into the rec- 
ord. The order said: “It is a 
standing armed unit, exclusively at 
my disposal.” 

Farr cited several remarks of 
Himmler, chief of the SS., to 
show the Nazis planned to make 
the S.S. breed “a Nazi aristocracy 
which would dominate Germany 
and the Europe to come.”

Westminster College—Former Prime Min- 
ister Coming to U. S. for Rest. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP)— 
The White House disclosed today 
‘that Winston Churchill, former 
British prime’ minister, is com- 
ing to the United States early next 
year, 

The White House said Churchill 
would leave England by ship for 
New York about the middle of 
January. The announcement, made 
simultaneously in Washington and 
London, added that Churchill's 
medical adviser, Lord Moran, has 
suggested he spend “a month or 
more in a warm climate and to 
have a complete rest.” 

Churchill] will discuss “world af- 
fairs” in an address at West- 
minster College, Fulton, Mo., 
March 5. 

The former prime minister will 
be introduced there by President 
Truman. The White House said 
the President had indorsed the in- 
vitation extended by the college. 

Churchill has accepted the invi- 


tation of Col. Frank Clarke of 
| Quebec to stay at his house in 
Florida during February, the an- 
nouncement added. 

The announcement continued: 

“Mr. Churchill does not con- 
template any other public engage- 
‘ment in the United States at the 
present time. He will be accom- 
panied on his visit to Florida by 
Mrs. Churchill and his daughter, 
Mrs. Sarah Oliver.”

HONOLULU, Dec. 19 (AP)— 
More than 50 merchantmen wait- 
ing for months in Saipan’s Tana- 
pag harbor for unloading orders 
are costing United States tax- 
payers more than $500,000 monthly, 
the Army newspaper Stars and 
Stripes reported today. 
| A War Shipping Administration 
official in Honolulu, however, 
termed the tie-up just a “logistic 
hangover” of the war against 
Japan, 


“Vessels swing tantalizingly at 
anchor here while G.Ls slowly 
sweat out stateside transporta- 
tion,” wrote two Stars and Stripes 
reporters, T-5 Dickie Moore, for-

They reported the ships’ mani- 
fests showed they were loaded 
with ammunition, bombs, post-ex- 
change supplies, beer, oil and 
other cargo such as aircraft parts, 
|\telephone wire and landing craft. 
| “The S.S. Alexander Mitchell 
has been waiting for unloading in- 
structions since Aug. 1,” the G.I. 
‘reporters said. On an average, 
‘the 50 merchantmen have been 
waiting more than two months. 
| Army, Navy and War Shipping 
Administration officials here ex- 
‘plained that Tanapag harbor is 
‘used as an anchorage for ships deés- 
tined for other Pacific ports and 
that some of the vessels are gaso- 
‘line and oi] tankers whose cargoes 
are being held against future fuel 
needs in the Pacific. Others are 
loaded with munitions originally 
intended for use against Japan, 
but now must wait decisions in 
Washington. 

(A Washington dispatch said 
nearly 200 loaded cargo ships are 
wandering over the oceans or are 
tied up in distant ports.

Skies were clear at last in St. 
Louis today after a 32-hour snow- 
storm which ended at 4:15 o’clock 
this morning, but there was no 
immediate promise of relief from 
the cold weather. A drop to about 
zero was expected tonight and a 
rise to perhaps 25 degrees by late 
tomorrow afternoon. 

The snowfall totaled four and 
a half inches, which with the 
inch already on the ground from 
last week made a five-and-a-half- 
inch blanket. The mercury dropped 
to 4.6 degrees at 7:30 this morn- 
ing, making today the coldest 
Dec. 19 since 1924, when it was 
4 above. Yesterday’s high was 22 
degrees at 1:30 p.m. and the low 
was 10 above at midnight. 


St. Louisans, driving and afoot, 
struggled over icy pavements yes- 
terday and today, but hundreds of 
city and Public Service Co. 
workers kept major traffic ar- 
teries open and no serious acci- 
dents occurred either in city or 
county. There were many minor 
collisions, however, and several 
persons were injured in falls on 
slippery sidewalks and streets. 

The Express Highway was re- 
opened at 5 p.m. yesterday to han- 
dle rush-hour traffic after being 
closed at 11 a.m. to permit spread- 
ing of 60 truckloads of salt and 
gravel. It was not necessary to 
close the highway again despite 
the continued snowfall last night.

Patrolmien Richard T. Miller and 
Bernard TT, leaders of 
the police union, today were found 
guilty of violating a police depart- 
ment rule against unionization and 
were ordered dismissed from the 
force. 

The Board of Police Commis- 
sioners reached this verdict by a 
vote of 3 to 1, President Mark D. 
Eagleton dissenting. 

Ben Liberman. presented the 
majority opinion, in which 
Thomas H. Cobbs and Francis 
L. George concurred, in a 12 
page statement, while Eagleton 
read a_i dissenting opinion 
three and one-half pages. 

Defense Motion Overruled, 

Before the verdict was 
nounced, Edwin Franey, union 
attorney, requested dismissal of 
the charges on the ground of in- 
sufficient evidence. When this 
motion was overruled, he asked 
the board to withhold action in 
the case so that a complete record 
could be made tomorrow in a 
Circuit Court hearing on_ the 
union’s suit to enjoin the board, 
the record to be used in certiorari 
or mandamus proceedings aimed 
at obtaining a court ruling on 
legality of the union. 

“If the board wants to be fair,” 
Franey pleaded, “it will wait and 
let us go up (to the Missouri Su- 
preme Court) on a complete rec- 
ord in Circuit Court. The union 
probably would get a hearing early 
in January, and there would be 
no delay.” 

This request likewise was over- 
ruled, with Eagleton dissenting. 
Franey later announced the union 
would request continuance of to- 
morrow’ hearing on the injune- 
tion suit. 

“Officers of State and City.” 

The majority opinion finding 
the union leaders guilty and or- 
dering their dismissal emphasized 
the men were not merely em-

ployes but “officers of the state. 


and the city.” 

“There is a vast distinction be- 
tween public employes and public 
officers,” the majority ruled, add- 
ing the rule against unionization 
was adopted because such an or- 
ganization was held to be “inimi- 
cal and dangerous to the public 
welfare.” 

Liberman cited the Boston po- 
lice strike and riots of 1920, and 
said the St. Louis rule against 
police unionization undoubtedly 
was placed in the police manual 
to prevent such disturbances here. 

Rule Invalid, Eagleton Says. 

Eagleton, in his dissenting opin- 
ion, said he believed Rule 23 of 
the Police Manual to be invalid, 
because it makes no distinction 
between membership by policemen 
in a lawful and an unlawful or- 
ganization. He said in his opinion 
they had the right to join a lawful 
organization, and he proposed that 
the board should so state. 

Eagleton, however, said he be- 
lieved the oath taken by police- 
men and the oath of the union to 
be incompatible. A policeman, 
he said, “cannot be impartial and 
at the same time give his allegi- 
ance to the labor movement in 
general.” He objected, however, 
to singling out two men for pun- 
ishment, while 459 others have 
admitted going into the union, and 
said the action should be less 
drastic. 


Today’s action followed a trial 
yesterday before the Police Board. 


Miller, acting president of the 


police union, and Casserly, acting 
Secretary-treasurer, pleaded not 
guilty, although readily admitting 
leadership in organizing the 
union. They contended, however, 
the rule against unionization was 
invalid because it violated their 
constitutional right of freedom of 
speech and the right to assemble 
for peaceful purposes. 

The union leaders were charged 
with violating a Police Manual 
rule which reads: “All members 
and employes of the force are for- 
bidden under pain of dismissal 
to participate in the organization 
of or become members of any as-

The question of control of Ja- 
pan appeared to be one of the 
topics of the exploratory talks. 

Although the talks were cloaked 
in the strictest secrecy, observers 


'that one of Molotov’s 
‘at yesterday’s conference was Y. 
A. Malik, last Russian ambassador 
to Japan. 

They also pointed out that 
Byrnes conferred yesterday morn- 
ing with John Carter Vincent, 
head of the Far Eastern section 
of the State Department. as well 
as Dr. James B. Conant, atomic re- 
search ecxpert of the American 
delegation. Vincent later accompa- 
nied Byrnes to the meeting of the 
foreign ministers, 


Iranian Issues on Agenda. 


Another question reported to be 
high on the agenda was the Iran- 
ian problem. Both Byrnes and 
Bevin conferred with their Iranian 
experts, 

There was no announcement aft- 
er yesterday’s meeting, which 
lasted three hours and 15 minutes 
—the longest since Molotov, 
Byrnes and Bevin started their 
discussions Sunday. Informed 
quarters said, however, that they 
were well along on the main ques- 
tions which brought them togeth- 
er.

The onetime playboy, convicted 
of broadcasting Nazi propaganda 
from Europe during the war, went 
to the gallows at 9 a.m. (3 a.m.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19—Presi- 
‘dent Truman in a special message 
he Congress today recommended 
‘unification of the armed services 
under a Department of National 
Defense with the Air Forces on a 
parity with the Army and Navy. 

The recommendations were gen- 
‘eral rather than specific and rep- 
/resented a compromise of the 
ardently - advocated individual 
plans of the Army and Navy, with 
the Army plan given much greater 
weight. One concession to the 
Navy was that the proposed chief 
of staff position for the new de- 
partment shoul rotate among the 
several services and that the ten- 
ure of an individual officer in this 
post be only two or three years. 

Each service, Army, Navy and 
Air Forces, would have a separate 
commander and would be under a 
civilian assistant secretary,of na- 
tional defense. Only the Secretary 
of National Defense would sit with 
the cabinet. 

The President recognized that 
his present plans were closer to 
consolidation than unification, say- 
‘ing that any bill carrying out his 
recommendations could at this 
time “only prescribe the general 
organization of the authorities at 
the top levels of the unified de- 
partment.” 

Truman’s Recommendations, 

His recommendations were: 

1. A single Department of Na- 
tional Defense, charged with full 
responsibility for armed national 
security. 

2. A single civilian Secretary of 
National Defense, under whom 
there would be a civilian under 
secretary and several civilian as- 
sistant secretaries. 

3. Co-ordinated branches, one for 
the land force, one for the naval 
forces and one for the air forces, 
with the Navy retaining its own 
| carrier ship and water-based avia- 
,tion, and the Marine Corps. 
| 4. The under secretary and the 
‘remaining assistant’ secretaries 
would be available for assignment 
_to special tasks by the President 
and the Secretary of National De- 
fense. 

5. Central co-ordinating and 
‘service organizations, both mili- 
tary and civilian, some under as- 
|Sistant secretaries, to see that real 
unification is obtained ultimately. 

6. A chief of staff for the De- 
| partment of National Defense and 
,|commanders for each of the com- 
/ponent branches of Army, Navy 
and Air. 

7. The chief of staff and the 
three commanders to constitute 
an advisory body to the National 
Defense Secretary and to the 
President. These key positions 
‘should be filled with officers 
‘drawn from all the services, so 
that the thinking of the depart- 
ment would not be dominated by 
any one or two of the services. 
| Whenever practicable the chief of 
'staff position should be rotated 
among the several services, at 
least during the evolutionary pe- | 
riod. The tenure of this officer 
should not be more than two or | 
three years and except in a-war | 
emergency should not be extended, | 

Military Training.

Former Secretary of State Ed- 
ward R. Stettinius Jr., was desig- 
nated this nation’s principal repre- 
sentative with the rank of am- 
bassador. 

Truman nominated Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt, Chairman Connally 
(Dem.), Texas, of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee and 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, as the other three principal 
delegates. 

Connally asked immediate Sen- 
ate confirmation of the delegates 
but Senator Langer (Rep.), South 
Dakota, objected to consideration 
of Stettinius and Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, said he believed the 
confirmation should be delayed for 
at least one day. 

Alternates to the meeting, se- 
lected by Truman, are Chairman 
Sol Bloom (Dem.), New York, of 
the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee; Representative Charles A. 
Eaton (Rep.), New Jersey, rank- 
ing minority member of the House 
committee; John Foster Dulles, of 
New York, one-time adviser on in- 
ternational affairs to Gov. Thomas 
FE. Dewey; former Senator John G. 
Townsend (Rep.), Delaware, and 
Frank C. Walker, former post- 
master general. 

Meanwhile, the Senate com- 
pleted congressional action on 
legislation for the active participa- 
tion of the United States in the 
‘United Nations Organization by 
approving a Senate-House confer- 
ence compromise on a voice vote.

“I’ve objected several times to 
being forced to contribute, and 
each time I was called in and 
threatened with what would hap- 
pen to me if I didn’t donate,” Mil- 
ler testified. “T returned from 
military service last January, too 
late to sign a United Charities 
pledge card. When I dropped into 
the office of the board secretary 
and mentioned that, he just 
laughed. And when I got my first 
pay check, ‘he contribution had 
been deducted, although [I had 
never signed a pledge card.” 

“Arbitrary” Ruling on Dance. 

As an example of arbitrary and 
unreasonable restrictions placed on 
members of the force, he cited the 
case of the annual dance given by 
the Police Credit Union, “Last 
year,” he said, “profits of the 
credit union were used to give the 
dance, But when permission was 
asked for another dance this year, 
it was refused.” 


Miller said police union cards 
had been distributed to bolster the 
morale of members because ‘“‘men 
were coerced by being called into} 
the captains’ offices and warned 
to resign from the organization.” 

Miller admitted he was aware of 
the rule against unionization when 
he began his organization activi- 
ties. But he defiantly added, “The 
members of the department are 
depending on the outcome of this 
trial to better their conditions.”

Alvin (Bo) McMillin captivated 
the gathering at the Quarter-

‘Dope’ Rule 
Challenged 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 19 (AP)— 
The Maryland Racing Commission 
announced today the _ indefinite 
postponement of hearings for two 
trainers in connection with al- 
leged use of stimulants on horses 
at the November meeting at Pim- 
lico. 

The announcement, made by 
Chairman George P. Mahoney, 
came 24 hours after attorneys for 
the trainers, E. A. Christmas of 
the W. L. Brann Stable, and Clay 
Sutphin of Sylvester W. Labrot 
Jr.'s string, filed suit in circuit 
court seeking to have the com- 
mission’s rule against “doping” 
declared invalid. 

Mahoney met earlier with Wil- 
liam Curran, Maryland attorney 
general, and discussed the matter 
before issuing a statement, which 
said: 

“In view of the legal questions 
to be answered by the court,” the 
commission had decided to post- 
pone hearings set for tomorrow, 
“although it has been advised 
that it has the power to. do so.” 

One of the charges made bf 
counsel for the trainers was that 
thef had insufficient time to pre- 
pare a defense. 

Mahoney said the postponement 
was granted in order that the de- 
fense would have “every reason- 
able opportunity” to prepare its 
case. 

The suit also seeks to bar the 
racing commission from holding 
further hearings on the stimula- 
tion charges except by court order.

To the Congress of the United States: In my message of Sept. 6, 
1945, I stated that I would communicate with the Congress from time 
to time during the current session with respect to a comprehensive 
and continuous program of national security. I pointed out the neces- 


sity of making timely preparation 


for the nation’s long-range secur- 


ity now—while we are still mindful of what it has cost us in this 


war to have been unprepared. 


On Oct. 23, 1945, as part of that 
program, there was presented for 
your consideration a proposal for 
universal military training. It 
was based upon the necessities of 
maintaining a well-trained citizen- 
ry which could be quickly mobil- 
ized in time of need in support of 
@ small professional military es- 
tablishment. Long and extensive 
hearings have now been held by 
the Congress @n this recommenda- 
tion. I think that the proposal, 
in principle, has met with the 
overwhelming approval of the 
people of the United States. 

We are discharging our armed 
forces now at the rate of 1,500,000 
a month. We can with fairness no 
Jonger look to the veterans of this 
war for any future military serv- 
ice. It is essential therefore that 
universal training be instituted at 
the earliest possible moment to 
provide a reserve upon which we 
can draw if, unhappily, it should 
become necessary. A grave re- 
sponsibility will rest upon the 
Congress if it continues to delay 
this most important and urgent 
measure. 

Unification “Essential.” 


Today, again in the interest of 
national security and world peace, 
I make this further recommenda- 
tion to you. 

I recommend that the Congress 
- adopt legislatiqn combining the 
War and Navy departments into 
one single department of nation- 
al defense. Such unification is 
another essential step — along 
with universal training—in the 
development of a comprehensive 
and continuous program for our 
future safety and for the peace 
and security of the world.

Our expedient for meeting these 
defects was the creation of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. On this 
committee sat the President’s 
chief of staff and the chiefs of 
the lanc forces, the naval forces 
and the air forces, Under the 
Joint Chiefs were organized a 
mumber of committees. bringing 
together personnel of the three 
services for joint strategic plan- 
ning and for co-ordination of op- 
erations. This kind of co-ordina- 
tion was better than no co-ordina- 
tion-at all, but it was in no sense 
a unified command 

Partial Unity in Field. 

In the theaters of operation, 
meanwhile, we went further in the 
direction of unity by establishing 
unified commands. We came to 
the -onclusion—soon confirmed by 
experience—that any § extended 
military effort required over-all 
co-ordinated control in order to 
get the most out of the three 
armed forces. Had we not early 
in the war adopted this principle 
of a unified command for opera- 
tions, our efforts, no matter how 
heroic, might have failed. 

But we never had comparable 
unified direction or command in 
Washington. And even in the 
field, our unity of operations was 
greatly impaired by the differ- 
ences in training, in doctrine, in 
communication systems, and in 
zupply and distribution systems, 
that stemmed from the division 
of leadership in Washington.

Reasons for Combining. 


Further studies of the general 
problem would serve no useful 
purpose. There is enough  evi- 
dence now at hand to demonstrate 
beyond question the need for a 
unified department. A great 
many of the reasons for estab- 


been brought out already in public 
discussion and in congressional 
committee hearings. To me the 
most important reasons for com- 
bining the two existing depart- 
ments are these: 

1. We should have integrated 
strategic plans and a unified 
military program and budget. 

With the coming of peace, it is 
clear that we must not only con- 
tinue, but strengthen, our present 
facilities for integrated planning. 
We cannot have the sea, land and 
air members of our defense team 
working at what may turn out to 
be cross purposes, planning their 
programs on different assump- 
tions as to the nature of the mili- 
tary establishment we need, and 
engaging in an open competition 
for funds. 

Strategy, program and budget 
are all aspects of the same basic 
decisions. Using the advice of 
our scientists and our intelligence 
officers, we must make the wisest 
estimate as to the probablg nature 
of any future attack upon us, de- 
termine accordingly how to or- 
ganize and deploy our military 
forces, and allocate the available 
manpower, material, and finan- 
cial resources in manner consistent 
with the over-all plan. 

Up to the present time, the 
make-up and balance of our armed 
forces have not been planned as a 
whole. Programs and budget re- 
quests from the Army and Navy 
have been formulated separately, 
on the basis of independent con- 
cepts of mission and function. 
These separate programs and bud- 
gets have not been considered to- 
gether until after they have passed 
out of military hands and even 
out of the hands of the Secretaries 
of War and the Navy. The whole 
job of reconciling the divergent 
claims of the departments has 
been thrust upon the President 
and the Congress. 

This war has demonstrated 
completely that the resources of 
this nation in manpower and in 
raw materials are not unlimited. 
To realize this is to comprehend 
the urgent need for finding a 
way to allocate these resources 
intelligently among the compet- 
ing services. This means design- 
ing a balanced military struc- 
ture reflecting a considered ap- 
portionment of responsibility 
among the services for the per- 
formance of a joint mission. 

From experience as a member 
of the Congress, I know the great 
difficulty of appraising properly 
the over-all security needs of the 
nation from piecemeal presenta- 
tions by separate departments ap- 
pearing before separate congres- 
sional committees at different 
times, It is only by combining the 
armed forces into a single depart- 
ment that the Congress can have 
the advantage of considering a 
single co-ordinated and compre- 
sive security program. 

Economies Through Merger. 

2. We should realize the econ- 
omies that can be achieved 
through unified control of supply 
and service functions. 

Instances of duplication among 
Army and Navy activities and fa- 
cilities have been brought to the 
attention of the Congress on many 
occasions. The degree of unity 
that was accomplished during the 
war in strategic planning and in 
the theater command is in strik- 
ing contrast with the separatism 
that prevailed in the whole range 
of supply and service functions. 

It will never be possible to 
achieve absolute co-ordination of 
the supply and service functions 
of all services. Neither the War 
Department nor the Navy Depart- 
ment has been able to eliminate all 
duplication even within its own 
organization. But there is no 
question that the extent of waste 
through lack of co-ordination be- 
tween the two departments is very 
much greater than the waste re- 
sulting from faulty co-ordination 
within each. If we can attain as 
much co-ordination among all the 
services as now exists within each 
department, we shall realize ex- 
tensive savings. 

Consolidation of the departments 
will, for example, reduce the vol- 
ume of supplies that need to be 
procured. Supply requirements, 
for example, begin with a calcula- 
tion of so many items per man to 
be supplied. But to this basic 
figure must be added margins of 
safety, ot account for items in 
storage, transportation lags, break- 
downs in delivery, emergency de- 
mands, and so forth.

During and since the war, the 
need for joint action by the serv- 
ices and for objective recommen- 
dations on military matters has 
led inevitably to increasing the 
authority of the only joint organ- 
ization and the most nearly ob- 
jective organization that exists— 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. But the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff are a strictly 
military body. Responsibility for 
civilian contro] should be clearly 
fixed in a single full-time civilian 
below the President. This requires 
a Secretary for the entire military 
establishment, aided by a strong 
staff of civilian assistants. 


There is no basis for the fear 
that such an organization would 
lodge too much power in a Single 
individual—_that the concentra- 
tion of so much military power 
would lead to militarism. There 
is no baSis for such fear as long 
as the traditional policy of the 
United States is followed: that 
a civilian, subject to the presi- 
dent, the congress and the will 
of the people, be placed at the 
head of this d@€partment. The 
safety of the democracy of the 
United States lies in the solid 
good sense and unshakable con- 
viction of the American people. 
They need have no fear that 
their democratic liberties will be 
imperiled so long as they con- 
tinue fulfilling their duties of 
citizenship. 


Parity for Air Forces, 

5. We should organize to pro- 
vide parity for air power. 

Air power has been developed 
to a point where its responsi- 
bilities are equal to those of land 
and sea power, and its contribu- 
tion to our strategic planning is 
as great. In operation, air power 
receives its separate assignment 
in the execution of an over-all 
plan. These facts were finally rec- 
ognized in this war in the organ- 
izational parity which was grant- 
ed to air power within our princi- 
pal unified commands. 

Parity for air power can be 
achieved in one department or in 
three, but not in two. As be- 
tween one department and three, 
the former is infinitely to be pre- 
ferred. The advantage of a single 
department are indeed much 
clearer when the alternative is

Japan once officially requested 
Berlin to avoid war with Russia, 
but the overture was. brushed 
aside with the contention “it will 
be possible to terminate opera- 
tions in two or three months.” 

Konoye said that he and other 
Japanese leaders were duped by 
Berlin’s “traitorous” power poli- 
tics. He added that neither Ger- 
many nor Russia _ seriously at- 
tempted to conclude the entente 
agreement, 

Matsuoka knew about the pro- 
spective Nazi-Soviet hostilities 
when he sought and obtained a 
neutrality pact from Moscow, the 
document said. Matsuoka’s pur- 
pose was to hedge on Japan’s po- 
sition. 

Konoye repeatedly contended 
that Japan expected, by joining 
the Axis, to obtain a rapproche- 
ment with the Soviet Union as 
well as Germany and Italy. He

The former Army Sergeant who wrote 
the letter, “Caste in the Army,” must 
have been very unfortunate to have spent 
three and one-half years in a headquar- 
ters company with officers whom he ap- 
parently believes to be undemocratic. I 
know the American Army to be the 
most democratic of any that took part 
in either the present war or even in 
World War L 

I was an enlisted man for two and 
one-half years in World War I and an 
officer in the Organized Reserves for 17 
years, with three and one-half years ac- 
tive duty in the present emergency, in- 
cluding three years overseas service. 

My experience has been that some en- 
listed men with non-commissioned rat- 
ings exercise their privileges in a more 
high-handed manner than any officers I 
have known. I am certain that the 500 
-men of my battalion with whom I 
served, sharing many discomforts in the 
past emergency, all view their leaders 
with the greatest respect and confidence, 
The U.S, soldier in World War II is en- 
vied by every other Allied soldier be- 
cause of his higher pay, benefits and 
relationship with his officers. on 

I was returned to the States by air in 
September on an emergency furnough. 
It took me 21 days to get the necessary 
orders. There were 21 privates and four 
officers on the plane. While awaiting 
my turn for a seat in a plane from 
Paris, I saw the flight lists for 17 plane 
departures in one day. Usually there 
was but one officer assigned as passen- 
ger personnel to each plane with 24 en- 
listed men, 

The Sergeant’s letter convinces me 
that universal military training might 
be advantageous to the high school 
graduate to inculcate a sense of indi- 
vidual obligation to our greatest democ- 
racy.

Missouri Compromise—on Merit 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is with considerable concern that 
we notice that the Senate Subcommittee 
on Public Health and Welfare is deter- 
mined to push its monstrosity of a bi- 
partisan “merit system” in the proposed 
Department of Corrections, and further- 
more that it has added to it a provision 
eliminating educational requirements as 
prerequisite to taking examinations un- 
der that “merit system.” 

At first glance, this proposal probably 
may seem very democratic in that any 
person who so desires might take exam- 
ination for any job. However, what it 
would mean is that the State would be 
put to the’expense of giving examina- 
tions to many obviously incompetent 
people who never could make a passing 
grade. 

The waste of time, effort and money 
seems far to outweigh any argument 
about discrimination against the unedu- 
cated. An education requirement does 
‘not mean college degrees for penal 
guards. It does mean, however, that for 
every job appropriate minimum quailifi- 
cations should be met before the appli- 
cant could take the examination. 

Missouri, under our new Constitution, 
has the opportunity to follow the lead of 
over 20 other states which function un- 
der merit systems. The beginnings are 
small. The Constitution provides for 
qualified personnel Only in the penal 
and eleemosynary institutions, but it is 
a beginning. We should make it a good 
beginning.

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Why Trains Collide 


The Seaboard Air Line’s excuse for the ghastly 
wreck at Kollock, S. C., in which six persons were 
killed and more than 60 were injured early 
Sunday morning, was the old, threadbare alibi— 
that the engineer didn’t see the train ahead of 
him until it was too late to avoid crashing 
into it. 

Actually, the cause of the wreck was the 
failure of the railroad to equip its train with 
safety devices which would have remedied the 
engineer’s oversight. "The device of automatic 
train control on the block signal system is readily 
available. It removes the hazards of human falli- 
bility; it is completely automatic, and it should be 
made compulsory equipment on all railroads. 

What is unreasonable about expecting a rail- 
road to know where its trains are? Nothing what- 
ever, yet with sickening frequency trains run 
into each other for no better reason than that 
the railroad companies stubbornly continue to 
rely upon primitive methods of signaling. 

The southbound Silver Meteor plowed into the 
rear coaches of the northbound Sun Queen as 
the latter was going onto a siding at Kollock, 
because there was a heavy fog and the engineer 
of the Silver Meteor did not see that the other 
train had not completely cleared the main tracks, 
according to the Seaboard Air Line’s explana- 
tion. 

Such oversights as the Silver Meteor engineer’s 
happen all the time. They are to be expected, 
and they should be prepared against. Yet the 
irresponsible practice of operating trains with- 
out adequate knowledge of where every one of 
them is situated at every moment caused no 
fewer than three train accidents over the last 
weekend alone. Tandem Diesel locomotives 
crashed into a troop train of the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroad in Chicago, injuring eight 
soldiers, and two trains on the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee, St. Paul & Pacific Railroad collided at 
Red Wing, Minn., killing one engineer and in- 
juring five trainmen. 

Railroad wrecks are inexcusable when they 
come about from sheer ignorance of the basic 
facts that must be known for safe operation. Col- 
lisions on railroads should be almost unheard of, 
and would be if trains were properly equipped 
for safety. Yet they occur constantly, taking a 
terrible toll in deaths and injuries. 

Let’s be plain about it: The railroad that op- 
erates passenger trains without adequate modern 
safety devices and without continuous knowl- 
edge, on the part of its dispatchers and engi- 
neers, of exactly where its trains are situated, 
is committing an offense against the safety of 
its passengers. How long will this indefensible 
practice be allowed to continue? How long will 
the Interstate Commerce Commission keep on 
with a piecemeal and weak-kneed approach to 
railroad safety, instead of truly serving as the 
guardian of the public interest? 
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To End the Runaround 


Heads of veteran service agencies will have 
before them at their meeting tomorrow two de- 
tailed plans for putting an end to the runaround 
returning soldiers and sailors have been getting 
Both plans call for bringing to- 
gether all public and private activities concerned 
under one roof, Both provide city space for 
the project. Immediate action is now possible 
for solving one of the community’s most press- 
ing problems. 

The proposal originally made by the Post- 
Dispatch was for use of Kiel Auditorium. Mayor 
Kaufmann has suggested the center be located 
in the Civil Courts Building. For the rest, there 
is negligible difference between the two plans. 

The point is that there is, and has been all 
along, plenty of city-owned office space available 
for the combined agencies. The only decision 
necessary is which space is more desirable. May 
tomorrow's meeting settle the matter once and 
for all. And then, at long last, may the job be 
started to give this city one of the most complete 
veterans’ service centers in the country. 
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It’s the Public’s Interest 

The State Public Service Commission hear- 
ing on public utility depreciation reserve funds 
raises an important distinction. That the prin- 
cipal amounts of such funds are for company 
disposition can hardly be disputed, for these ac- 
cumulations are the only way the owners can 
maintain their original investment against wear 
and tear and obsolescence, But, since the pub- 
lic has provided the funds out of rates for serv- 
ice, should the public not get the benefit, in the 
form of lower rates, of any interest they earn? 

Stated thus, the question almost answers it- 
self. With only one qualification, it does do so. 
If the public receives interest gains, it is only 
just that it should stand investment losses. The 
point, however, is more often academic than 
real, for such funds are invested under public 
supervision either in gilt-edged securities, such 
as Government obligations, or in property of the 
utilities themselves. In the former event, there 
can be no loss, and in the latter, any losses are 
automatically recouped in the form of rate in- 
creases, 

The commission ruled for the public on this 
question in August, 1944, It should have come 
long ago. Some utility companies questioned 
the ruling, and they are entitled to due process 
of hearing and judgment. It seems abundantly 
clear, nevertheless, that judgment should go 
against them, 
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Mrs. Fulbright of Arkansas 


It is easier, after Dick Terry’s sketch of 
Roberta Fulbright, to understand what extra 
ounce of merit is making Senator Fulbright 
come up'so fast. He has a mother to live up to. 

When her husband died, Mrs. Fulbright did 
not sell out, live on annuities and go frivolous, 
She managed his interests and enlarged them, 
giving her son an independence beyond other 
young men who need their salaries to support 
their mothers, or their time to manage their 
mothers’ affairs. And, notably, she ran a news- 
paper and wrote a hard-hitting column for it— 
and still does at 71. 

That column once precipitated a sharp turn in 
her son’s career by getting him fired from the 
University of Arkansas presidency. Sentimen- 
talists may see in her uncomplimentary remarks 
about Gov. Adkins, coupled with her subsequent 
explanation that the Governor was only looking 


for an excuse, a mother’s intrigue to get her son 
out of a job grown too little for him, Some 
may be enraged to think a mother would take 
such risks with her son’s career. 

But there is a more credible theory. Mrs. 
Fulbright is a woman of strong character. She 
conceived it her duty to write what she thought 
—and wrote it. She knew her son might suffer 
reprisal, but it did not deter her. Where a 
person of lesser stuff would have stroked the 
Governor’s ego to save the job, she heeded her 
conscience and socked him square in the dignity. 
She has her own life to live, and lives it. 

It would be easy to fall in love with a mother 
like that. . It must be good, though rather stren- 
uous, to have a mother like that. 
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The Senate’s Palestine Plea 


The Senate is again on record with a resolu- 
tion urging the opening of Palestine to Jewish 
immigration, but for the first time over the 
opposition of the President. All his predeces- 
sors from the time of Woodrow Wilson have 
favored this policy, and Mr. Truman also has 
expressed approval. However, it was explained 
by Senator Connally, he feels that such a reso- 
lution now is out of place, since the new British- 
American commission on Palestine has not had 
time to investigate and make its recommen- 
dations. 

This point of view indicates pretty well the 
case against turning the problem over to a com- 
mission. It will require months, probably a year 
or longer, before it has reported and its recom- 
mendations have brought action. The Senate is 
not given to rash and hasty actions, but the 
overwhelming majority of its members are not 
impressed by the idea that the existence of the 
commission should cause suppression of their 
feeling that a haven ought to be provided now 
for the remnant of the Jewish people who sur- 
vived the Nazi program of extermination. 

These pitiable and harassed people are a heavy 
burden on the world’s conscience. Palestine 
could shelter them, and give them the chance 
they crave to start life anew, away from the 
scenes of slaughter and pillage. But Britain 
closes the gates to the Holy Land; a time-con- 
suming commission is appointed to re-survey 
and ponder the problem, and the surviving Jews 
wait in rude improvised camps scattered over 
Europe. The resolution adopted by the Senate, 
which the House also will doubtless approve, is 
an expression of the world’s humanitarian spirit. 
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The Fact About Facts 

It's barely possible that one reason why the 
Government’s labor-management fact-finding 
board nearly stalled before it was well started 
is that some confusion exists over that word 
“finding.” Fact-finding is very much as a ten- 
derfoot said milking was after his first experi- 
ence with it. “Cows don’t give milk,” he de- 
clared. “You have to take it away from them.” 

Facts aren’t found; they are dug out, drilled 
up, blasted loose. Maybe it ought to be renamed 
the boring-for-facts board, and by living up to 
its name it really could get somewhere. 
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Hard Choices on Housing 

A serious question about the proposed allo- 
cation of materials to residential construction 
has been raised by the American Association 
of University Women, Marquis Childs and 
others. There is danger that the materials will 
be snatched up for houses to sell at the upper 
limit of $10,000, which is more than most of the 
families whose need for houses is greatest can 
afford to pay. 

Unfortunately, a serious question can also be 
raised against making $6000 or $7500 the upper 
limit. It does not appear that much of a house 
can now be built by conventional methods under 
such ceilings. It looks, therefore, as though 
many a family would have to content itself 
either with a jerry-built house, or a-house too 
small for its needs, or else buy a good and 
adequate house beyond its means. It is a hard 
choice, and it can be tragic whichever way 
taken. 

Admittedly, then, the Government's efforts 
to make new housing available where it is most 
needed must work ‘against heavy handicaps. 
Yet some things can and ought to be done to 
moderate the cost difficulty as far as possible. 
The Administration might establish priority pref- 
erences for houses that can be built to adequate 
standards at below-average cost—by prefabrica- 
tion, for example. It may also be wise to refine 
the allocation order so as to reserve materials 
for price brackets below $10,000. A canvass of 
the situation by Housing Expediter Wilson 
Wyatt, an excellent man, should reveal various 
possibilities. 

One thing, however, and the most crucial 
thing; the Administration cannot do alone. Un- 
less price ceilings are established on finished 
houses, the problem of getting materials allo- 
cated for houses to sell below $10,000 will be- 
come academic, There simply will be nothing 
built to sell below that level. It is urgent, there- 
fore, that Congress see its duty, and do it,

Whatever thd advantage of the piecemeal 
methods by which the Allies gradually are 
creating the pattern of the postwar world, 
there are some issues which require clear- 
cut and immediate solutions. Foremost 
among them is the future status of Rhine- 
land-Westphalia and its industrial power- 
house, the Ruhr. 


No peace treaty, no administrative or po- 
litical measures can deprive the Ruhr per- 
manently of its importance without reduic- 
ing the whole of Western and Central Eu- 
rope to misery and stagnation. 


Since the industrial potential of the Ruhr 
can be neither permanently destroyed nor 
totally transferred, its neutralization has 
become a life-or-death question for Ger- 
many’s neighbors. Under a central German 
Administration in Berlin, the Ruhr remains 
a threat to Europe and the world, whatever 
the political credo of the German Govern- 
ment, 


A Parallel] With Danzig 


While the Allies are not yet in full agree- 
ment regarding their general policy toward 
Germany, all are in favor of an interna- 
tional administration for the Ruhr, 


The French, who are most directly in- 
terested, have presented to their allies a 
series of proposals providing (1) for the es- 
tablishment of an international administra- 
tive council to supervise the Ruhr’s man- 
agement and production, and (2) an inter- 
Allied advisory body for the Rhineland, 
which is to be made into a “semi-autono- 
mous state,” permanently occupied by 
France, Belgium and the Netherlands. 


Couched in diplomatic terms reminiscent 
of the League of Nations, it offers a half- 
way solution in contradiction to economic 
and political realities, In its practical ap- 
plication, it would be even less effective 
than the League’s semi-autonomous regime 
for the Free City of Danzig, and far more 
dangerous because it would jeopardize the 
harnessing of the Ruhr for the purpose of 
European reconstruction. 


The Probable Working-Out 


The Ruhr’s industries would be seriously 
hampered if the region in which they are 
located were separated into different areas 
with police and customs regulations of their 
own,

The people of Rhineland - Westphalia, 
among whom the Nazis in the last pre 
Hitler elections never could gain more than 
20 or 30 per eent of the votes, would be- 


come permeated with nationalist propagan- 
da. The international administration would 
not be able to function effectively. Pro- 
duction would be stymied, and_ eventually 
Germany would regain control, 


After. the First World War, a large sec- 
tion of the population and powerful eco- 
nomic interests demanded the establishment 
of an independent Rhine-Westphalian repub- 
lic. The separatist movement, which was 
supported by such outstanding personalities 
as Dr. Adenauer, Mayor of Cologne, was let 
down by the Allies and crushed by the 
Prussian police. Those of its leaders who 
did not abandon its cause in time were 
massacred by Nazi terrorists. 


The Value of Independence 


Most of the inhabitants undoubtedly would 
be willing to live and work with their 
Western neighbors, but the bloody suppres- 
sion of the separatist movement in 1923-24 
has not been forgotten. In their present 
political lethargy and confusion, the people 
are unlikely to come out openly for sep- 
aration from the Reich, unless they are 
convinced that the Allies are decided to 
protect their independence. Once they are 
confronted with an irrevocable decision, 
there will be relatively little opposition. 


An independent Rhineland-Westphalia 
would be a prosperous country with a well- 
balanced economy. If the Bavarian Palati- 
nate west of the Rhine is included, its area 
would be 78 per cent that of Belgium and 
the Netherlands combined, with 96 per cent 
their population, 


Its secession from Germany would not 


spell economic ruin for the Reich, It would 
be of great advantage to its Western neigh- 
bors and guarantee an economically sound 
and politically stable international admin- 
istrtion of the Ruhr.

British- American Issues 
As Seen by an Authority 


——s ——— 


“The United States and Britain,’’ by Crané Brinton, 
(Harvard University Press, Cambridge, Mass.) 
This book is the first of a projected se 

ries, the American Foreign Policy Library, 

which is designed to give our citizens a 

better understanding of other peoples and 

their relation’ with this country. The need 
for making such information more widely 
available has often been cited by Sumner 

Welles, and his selection as editor of the 

series is obviously an excellent one. A dozen 

other titles, each dealing with a separate 
country, are now in preparation, and around 

25 volumes in all are planned. 

Each book will be by an authority well 
acquainted with the country treated. Mr. 
Brinton, author of the first volume, meets 
the specifications well, He is a professor 
of history at Harvard, a former Rhodes 
scholar, and spent two wartime years in 
England on an Office of Strategic Services 
mission. He writes of the British in friend- 
ly but not flattering fashion, and at times 
critically. 

* * . 

His book is first of all a manual of gen- 
eral information on Britain, then a quick 
review of its past relations with America, 
finally a discussion of current problems an: 
future possibilities. Political factors are 
predominant, but the economic aspects are 
not slighted, and Mr. Brinton realizes that 
the psychological angle must also be noted 
in analyzing the relationship between the 
two countries, The author does not mini- 
mize the frictions that have arisen, and 
thinks the Anglophiles are of no help in 
easing them. The British don’t like these 
idolators, he says, and their enthusiasm in- 
furiates realistic Americans. 

The book was written before the Ameri- 
can loan to Britain became an issue, but 
the author makes it clear that our aself- 
interest calls for a healthy British economy, 
and expanded British trade in world mar- 
kets. He notes the difficulties in attaining 
this—Britain’s heavy war losses, in wealth, 
ships and investments; its inefficient in- 
dustrial machinery; its disrupted economy. 
Biitain must “export or die.” 

* * - 

The section on empire political problems 
is not so convincing. Mr. Brinton does not 
sympathize wholly with Britain's imperial- 
ism, but he attempts at times to justify it, 
and falls into the cliche of indiscriminately 
labeling its critics “leftists.” He does ex- 
press hope that these policies will be modi- 
fied in time, but obviously considers In- 
dia’s independence a remote event, and the 
return of Hongkong to China a bare pos- 
sibility, if that. 

The writer urges British-American ¢o- 
operation, but opposes so close a bond as 
to give the appearance of an Anglo-Saxon 
bloc arrayed against the world. This, he 
says, would rouse Russian antagonism, and 
imperil hopes for world co-operation. Bri- 
tain can no longer stand alone, and Amer- 
ica could take over its former role as bal- 
ance-of-power arbiter, but this, too, would 
be disastrous. The writer concludes that 
the best way to get on with the British, 
as with all other countries, and to settle the 
myriad problems of trade, bases, colonies, 
finance, etc., is to give the UNO the sup- 
port it needs to become an effective agency,

To Avoid Price Controls. 


Part of this increase represents, 
of course, a jump, not in the vol- 
ume of goods sold, but in the dol- | 
lar vatue of prices. In fact, that 
may account for a very large pro- 
portion of the increase of 1945 
over 1944. 

In order to get 
controls, manufacturers have 
turned to higher-priced lines. In 
this era of uncritical spending, 
they have been able to get away 
with it. Suyers have taken the 
hicher-cost merchandise, even 
when it was fairly obvious that 
the quality was not there. The 
hidden inflation of inferior 
itv not reflected in the official 
ficures that show the cost of liv- 
ing in cities up 279 per‘cent since 
January, 1941. 

De@ite strikes 
reports indicate that 
breaking sales are nation-wide, 
with almost no exceptions. What 
makes this all the more remark: 
able that the volume of sales 
includes almost no durable goods, 
as automobiles, washings ma- 
chines and radios.

According to the Depart- 
iment. of Commerce, this is well 
above the sales in the last month 
before gasoline rationing went 
into effect, and only about 10 per 
cent below the peak of January, 
| 1942. 

Mayor LaGuardia warned the 
other day that“an acute shortage 
'of fuel oil is likely to develop be- 
cause manufacturers have found it 
more profitable to concentrate on 
gasoline. He urged that OPA 
|lower the price of gasoline and 
raise the price of fuel oil in order 
te get production of the latter. 


Danger of Boom. 


Here again, the question comes 
up as to whether controls were 
removed too quickly. Possibly 
this period of adjustment was in- 
evitable. Perhaps jt would have 
come whenever the lid was taken 
‘off. Yet if the Administration had 
waited until civilian production 


-had had more of a chance to get’ 


re-started, the competition would 
not have been so fierce or the 
pressure of prices so great. 

What has been happening during 
this fourth quarter shows, it 
seems to me, the danger of a 
short. skyrocketing boom that 
could end with a very unpleasant 
— As prices are bid up high- 

and higher, people will tend to 
et out of the market. 

The situation in the building 
industry is becoming fantastic. 
The prices asked for making even 
the most minor repairs are al- 
ready sky-high. 

The consumer has learned to do 
without during- the war. If he 
|carries this lesson over into peace- 
jtime, in the face of mounting 
prices and shortages, the effect On 
|our economy may be very serious. 


There is a vast volume of sav- 
zs carried over from the war. 
| But if consumers feel they are be- 
‘ing taken in by high prices and 
poor merchandise, they will keep 
their money in the bank.

WOMAN NEW HEAD 
UF LORD & TAYLOR 


Miss Dorothy Shaver a Pio- 
neer in Recognition of U. S. 
Fashion Designers. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19 (AP)— 
Miss Dorothy Shaver, first vice 
president of Lord & Taylor since 
1937, has been elected president of 
the $32,000,000 Fifth Avenue store 
corporation—the first woman to 
head a department store of such 
size. 

Miss Shaver, innovator in de- 
partment store merchandising, ad- 
vertising and display, succeeds 
Walter Hoving, store head for the 
last 10 years, who announced his 
resignation yesterday. He plans to 
form a new nation-wide amalgama- 
tion of department stores and 
other retail properties. 

Miss Shaver has been associated 
with Lord & Taylor since 1921, fol- 
lowing her graduation from the 
University of Chicago, and has 
pioneered for recognition of Amer- 
ican fashion designers. 

“It is a great honor,” she said 
of her new position, “and an im- 
portant job that I am starting. I 
have modest confidence that I 
will run Lord & Taylor in the 
most distinguished manner pos- 
sible.” 

A native of Mena, Ark., Miss 
Shaver joined the store’s compari- 
son-shopping department in 1921. 
The department is directly re- 
sponsible to the store’s top man- 
agement, and her talents quickly 
were recognized. 

Five popular dolls, drawn by her 
artist-sister, Elsie, led to Miss 
Shaver’s connection with the store. 
So successfully did she promote 
the dolls—called the Five Little 
Shavers—that the firm gave her a 
position. 

In 1928, she brought to this coun- 
try the first comprehensive col- 
lection of modern decorative art 
and the exhibit radically changed 
existing modes of department store 
decoration and advertising. 

She organized the first women’s 
fashion bureau, thus opening a 
field which later provided careers 
for many women in manufactur- 
ing and retail industries. She is 
unmarried.

Tomorrow is the sixty-first an- 
niversary of Archbishop John J. 
Glennon’s ordination to the priest- 
hood, that ceremony having taken 
place in the sacristy of the Kan- 
sas City Cathedral Dec. 20, 1884. 
The occasion will be observed, one 
day late, by an ordination of five 
priests, to be conducted by the 
Archbishop at Kenrick Seminary 
Friday morning at 8:30 o'clock, 

Otherwise, the Archbishop Said 
today, he does not expect to ob- 
serve the anniversary. “Anniver- 
saries are too numerous anyway,” 
he remarked. “As the Germans 
say, they are ausgespielt” (played 
out).

ANOTHER OBJECTION 
10 RESTAURANT BILL 


Dr. Bredeck Says | Public 
Hearing Would Be Elimi- 
nated by Measure. 


The alleged elimination of public | 


hearings before the Héalth Com- 
missioner in connection with 
lations of the pending clean-res- 
taurant ordinance is an additional 
objection to the bill, Health Com- 
missioner Joseph F. Bredeck said 
today. 

The bill, drawn by a special al- 
dermanic committee after two 
months of secret hearings, was in- 
troduced last Friday in the Board 
of Aldermen and promptly drew 
Dr. Bredeck’s fire. He objected 
to the absence of grading provi- 
sions for eating and drinking es- 
tablishments and to the provision 
for an appeals commission on 
which a majority of places would 
be held by members of the indus- 
try being regulated. 

Under Sec. 2 of the bill decisions 
of inspectors would be appealed 
directly to the commission. This, 


said Dr. Bredeck, would result in 
the inspectors being responsible to 
the commission rather than to the 
Health Division and would short- 
cut any public hearings by the 
Health Commissioner. 

Another Objection. 

Another objection listed by Dr. 
Bredeck is the requirement that 
the inspector, on an application 
for a new permit, must within 
seven days of the application in- 
spect the premises and furnish the 
applicant with a written certifi- 
cate pointing out any violations 
and showing “what alterations, in- 
stallations or substitutions will 
constitute compliance.” 

“This means,” Dr. Bredeck said, 
“that in some instances the layout 
or proper equipment of a restau- 
rant will have to be designed by 
the Health Division, and this done 
in less than seven days. 

“The applicant is then given five 
days in which to appeal from the 
inspector’s order to the Sanitation 
Commission, This would result in 
short-circuliting the expert opinion 
available in the Health Division 
from supervisors and technicians, 
and would prevent any possibility 
of a hearing or even a very ex- 
tended conferenc® on methods of 
correcting the insanitary condi- 
tions found.” 

Absence of Grading. 

Absence of grading, as provided 
in the United States Public Health 
Service standard ordinance, ig 
noregs the invaluable aid of the 
public in enforcing the ordinance, 
he said. 

Other specific objections are 
to procedures which Bre- 
deck says would permit extended

T is just as easy to make de- 
|. licious cocoa cake as one with 

chocolate. And a lot of women 
say it is easier because they feel 
the melting of chocolate and 
cleaning the pan in which the 
melting was done is much more 
of a task than sifting cocoa with 
the flour mixture. Cocoa is choco- 
late with the cocoa butter re- 
moved, so when it is used in 
cake with a trifle more shorten- 
ing one finds it difficult to tell the 
difference. between cakes made 
with the two products, and by 
the same recipe, In many in- 
stances chocolate or devil's food 
cake has soda used as the leaven- 
ing agent with buttermilk. The 
usual effect is to give a rich red- 
dish brown color which has be- 
come very popular. Cocoa can be 
substituted for the chocolate in 
the same recipe, to produce almost 
identical results.’ A really good 
sweet milk chocolate or cocoa 
cake is also appreciated by most 
families. The following recipe is 
that kind and it is fine grained 
and moist with excellent flavor. 
Of course this assumes that the 
cocoa used in the cake and the 
chocolate used in the icing are of 
good quality and the measuring of 
the ingredients, the mixing of the 
batter, and the baking are done 
carefully according to directions. 
There’s an old saying with which 
even our grandmothers were fa- 
miliar—“The best of cake can be 
spoiled in the baking.” 


Cocoa Layer Cake. 


Two cups sifted cake flour, one- 
fourth teaspoon soda, one and one- 
half teaspoon baking powder, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-third cup 
cocoa, two-thirds cup shortening, 
one and one-half cup sugar, two 
eggs, beaten, one teaspoon va- 
nilla, one-half cup buttermilk, one- 
half cup boiling water. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
three times ‘with the soda, baking 
powder, salt and cocoa. Cream 
shortening until soft, add sugar 
and blend thoroughly. Add beat- 
en eggs and beat vigorously until 
smooth and fluffy. Stir in va- 
nilla. Add flour mixture alter- 
nately with buttermilk, in several 
portions, beginning and ending 
with flour and beating well after 
each addition. Add boiling water 
all at once and stir until smooth, 
Turn into two eight-inch cake 
pans which have been lined with 
waxed paper in the bottom. Bake 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees 
fahrenheit) for 30 minutes, Turn 
out onto cake coolers. Cool and 
frost with glossy chocolate icing. 


Glossy Chocolate Icing. 


Three tablespoons butter, ‘two 
ounces unsweetened = chocolate, 
one-third cup scalding hot milk, 
one egg yolk, two cups sifted con- 
fectioners’ sugar, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one teaspoon vanilla, 
two teaspoons corn sirup. 

Combine butter and chocolate 
and melt over hot water. Scald 
the milk. Add to the melted choc- 
olate and mix well. Add this to 
the slightly beaten egg yolk. Add 
remaining ingredients and beat 
well. Ice tops and sides of two 
eight-inch layers. .

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Hunting for Wild Boar in Korea 


Local Sportsman

KAIJO, Korea, Dec. 19. 


LOCAL sportsman named Mr. 

Woo conducted 10 of us on 

a wild boar hunt in the hills 
south of here. It was a double- 
edged project, designed to obtain 
fresh meat for the battalion mess 
and rid the Korean farmers of 
pests which were rooting up the 
rice paddies. 


We drove 15 miles along the 
bone-crushing clay ruts which 
pass for a highway in Korea and 
parked the jeeps among the rice 
paddies against the side of a 
mountain. Immediately we were 
surrounded by a hundred kids and 
two dozen agriculturists in padded 
pants, all talking at once. Mr, Woo 
listened awhile and then pointed 
at the top of the mountain. 


“The boars are up there. They 
came down and dug up the fields 
this morning and then went back,” 
Mr. Woo said. 

“Do you mean we have to climb 
that thing?” Maj, Charles Blanch- 
ard said uneasily. 

“Oh, no, indeed,” said Mr. Woo. 
“We just sit in ambush and these 
men will act as beaters and drive 
the boar to us.” 

“How big are the boars?” some- 
body asked, 

“The big ones stand waist high 
on a big man and run about 800 
pounds. When you fire, be sure to 
shoot him in the head or just be- 
hind the shoulders. A big boar 
that isn’t dead is sometimes un- 
friendly,” said Mr. Woo, as we 
started off across the dikes. 


Well, as Mr. Woo said, a boar 
hunter just sits and waits while 
other people drive the game to 
him. What Mr. Woo neglected to 
Say was that you have to climb up 
and down six mountains before 
you get to the place where you sit, 
When we did arrive the guides 
strung us on both sides of a 
wooded ravine hidden in the scrub 
timber and admirably situated to 
kill one another in case we did 
any shooting. 

I sat in the timber for half an 
hour and strove diligently not to 
make a noise like a boar while 
the beaters went off hallooing on 
the other side of the mountain. No 
boar came to disturb us, but a big 
cock pheasant came and stared 
into the bore of my carbine for 
awhile and went away. 

Finally Mr. Woo yelled that the 
boar wouldn’t be coming our way 
and we started out of the ravine. 
At the mouth, a big buck deer sud- 
denly leaped up and went bound-

ing up the flank of the opposite 
mountain. Everybody began shoot- 
ing and when we had fired enough 
ammunition to capture the island 
of Iwo Jima, the deer folded in 
midstride and fell on his face. 
Meat for the table. 


I never did see a live boar, but 
late in the afternoon the beaters 
flushed a covey of them and Cpl. 
Harold Mohr of Bainbridge, Pa., 
winged one going through the 
brush, 

Delighted and confident, he fol- 
lowed the generous, bold trail and 
suddenly came on the animal 20 
yards ahead. The “dead” beast 
leaped up and came at him foam- 
ing at the mouth. Mohr stood his 
ground and pumped shots from 
his Garand into the charging be- 
hemoth. The boar was six feet 
away when Mohr fired his last 
shot and fell flat on the seat of 
his pants. The boar fell dead with 
its head between Mohr’s feet. 

The boar, described by Mr. Woo 
as a mere youngster, was an ugly, 
brown, hump-backed beast with 
jaws a foot long. It weighed 300 
pounds, 

The Korean beaters, who talk 
normally as though they were 
calling hogs, became excited when 
they saw the kill and engaged in 


conversation that sounded like the 
time the Voice of the Sewers took 
command of the’ public address 
system in the 1940 Democratic 
convention.

HERE ARE a few items from 
the culture and customs of one of 
the oldest civilizations on earth. 
You may adopt them if you wish 
but if you do I'll never come home. 


There are no sewers in Koreen 
towns and so all garbage goes into 
the running canals, which are led 
through the narrow streets from 
the irrigated rice paddies. The 
malodorous little brooks also serve 
for washing clothes. A Korean 
woman launders by alternately 
dipping the soiled garment into 
the canal and clouting it with a 
ball bat against a rock. She hangs 
what’s left on the nearest barb 
wire fence to dry and irons it by 
stretching it over a smooth rock 
and beating it with a club. It’s 
no wonder the country is short of 
clothing. 

There are many highly educated 
persons in Korea but the mass 
of peasants are uneducated and 
subscribe to some old notions, One 
is that every man, woman and 
child is haunted by a congrega- 
tion of evil spirits that tag after 


"his back, pack fashion. 


him, waiting for an opportunity 
to do him harm, Oddly enough, 
the evil spirits are supposedly 
susceptible to mortal blows, When 
American jeeps and trucks first 
arrived, the drivers nearly went 
crazy because Koreans were al- 
ways jumping in front of the ve- 
hicles and away again, just in time 
to escape destruction. 

This aberration made sense when 
the Koreans explained they were 
just getting their evil spirits killed. 
This custom, however, is declining 
in favor as a result of several 
Koreans making the second jump 
too late. 

Koreans save time and labor by 
neglecting to sew up the seat 
seam in garments of children up 
to the age when they become 
housebroken, The children find 
this device extremely convenient 
and use it everywhere, generally 
in the middle of the street. 

A Korean can carry any load 
up to what an ox can carry, in- 
cluding the ox, by hitching it on 
Korean 
women, however, generally reserve 
their backs for carrying babies 
which are lashed on with a rag 
around the middle. Any other 
burden a Korean woman may need 
to transport, she puts on her head 
and forgets it. I have seen Ko- 
rean women trotting along carry- 
ing a baby piggie-back, plus a 
head load of firewood, bagged rice 
or tiered earthenware pots that 
I touldn’t have lifted with the 
assistance of a derrick. The baby, 
incidentally, always has his head 
stuck under mama’s arm either 
right or left, getting dinner from 
a remarkably elastic source. 

Korean country people appear to 
have no feeling about weather one 
way or another. Lately it has been 
cold enough so that I can wear 
long-handled wool underwear, 
boots, two pairs of socks, wool 
shirt and trousers and two coats, 
and still shiver. What confuses me 
is that I'll see a Korean bundled 
up in padded cotton but working 
up to his knees barefooted in the 
half-frozen mud of the rice pad- 
dies. Or a woman swaddled six 
inches deep in silk and cotton pad- 
ding will sit along the road nurs- 
ing a two-year-old boy who is com- 
pletely naked. Neither the woman 
nor the boy seems aware that the 
temperature is close to freezing. 

This business of public nursing 
of infants ranks as one of Korea’s 
most disconcerting habits. Until 
marriage, Korean women are re- 
markable chiefly for how uninter- 
esting they would look in a sweat- 
er. After marriage they treat that 
section of anatomy so carelessly, 
you'd think it belonged to some- 
body else. 


How It Started

“Cordon Sanitaire.” 

A reader asks for the origin of 
the expression “cordon sanitaire” 
which is now so much in the 
newspapers with reference to 
Russia, who so long complained 
of a “cordon sanitaire” in Europe 
against her, and now seems her- 
self intent to create around her 
such a safety zone of controlled 
buffer countries which is de 
scribed by the words. This mean- 
ing of “buffer” countries, for pro- 
tection, flows logically from the 
history of the phrase. But there 
is more to the story. 

“Cordon” is from the Italian 
cordone meaning “cord.” An early 
figurative use of it was for a 
course of stones arranged for pro- 
tection. The stones would be laid 
along the line of junction of a 
rampart and parapet, or they 
would form the coping of the in- 
ner wall of a ditch. That was in 
the sixteenth century, 

In military parlance, the word 
“cordon” was applied similarly to 
troops spaced at intervals and so 
stationed as to form a line which 
prevented anyone from getting 
into or out of a particular area, 

“Cordon sanitaire” or sanitary 
cordon was originally a protection 
against disease! It was applied to 
the closing off of an infected area 
to separate it from the surround- 
ing districts—a quarantine. And so 
it is in a picture of bygone days 
and the fear in men’s hearts of 
plagues and epidemics from which 
modern science has to a great 
extent delivered us, that we find 
in the modern political phrase, 
“cordon sanitaire’!

West opens the diamond nine 
and declarer, of course, wins with 
the ace, since he cannot afford 
to let East hold the trick and re- 
turn a diamond which would be 
ruffed. Now declarer’s problem 
is obvious. He has a losing heart 
and two losing diamonds. Appar- 
ently, nothing on earth can pre 
vent him from losing those tricks. 


Show this deal to any bridge- 
playing friend, however excellent 
and it is 50 to 1 (unless he has 
seen it before) that he will wager 
that the contract cannot be made. 
But he’s wrong! It can—as fol- 
lows: 


South takes the opening dia- 
mond lead, cashes two top spades, 
two top hearts and the club ace, 
playing the club king from dum- 
my underneath the ace! (Now 
he apparently has four losers! 
The low club puts West in, and 
he hag nothing but clubs to re- 
turn. When he does return the 
club, dummy discards a diamond 
and South discards the heart 
eight. This is the second and last 
trick for the enemy, because now 
when West leads another club, 
dummy’s last diamond goes off 
while declarer ruffs, and a cross- 
ruff gives South the balance.
